W ALKING into 
an assembly 
room, a teacher 
booms: ‘Good 
morning Year 10. Can 
you sit up straight please.’ 
Although this may sound 
like any other school, the 
newly opened Hackney 
University Technical 
College (UTC) is the first of 
its kind in London. 

Located near Old Street’s 
‘Silicon Roundabout’, the 
Hoxton school specialises 
in health and digital 
technologies, which 
are learnt alongside 
mainstream GCSEs. 

Pupils can take advantage 
of state-of-the-art facilities, 
including an on site health 
suite, which replicates a real 


care environment; and 
digital suites, complete with 
virtual studio equipment 
and digital media labs. 

The school, which caters 
for students aged 14 to 19, 
admitted its first pupils last 
month. Its patron, the Duke 
of York, officially opened 
the building on 3 October. 

He said: “What is the 
rest of your life to be 
about? Work, community 
and where you live. UTCs 
are about delivering an 
education and skills 
with your future in mind. 
This is an establishment 
that will help you achieve 
your aspirations.” 

Principal Annie 
Blackmore, 
added: “This

UTC to open in 
London - and only the 
third in the UK, so it’s 
truly ground-breaking. I 
believe a quality, technical 
and personal curriculum 
should exist alongside 
mainstream education.” 

The school’s partners, 
which include Hackney 
Community College, the 
Council, University of East 
London, BT Group, and 
Homerton hospital, have 
helped shape the curriculum 
- ensuring pupils will 
develop employment skills 
as well as qualifications. 

Monjuma Begun, 14, 
said: “Throughout my life 
I’ve always been interested 
in digital. At my old 
school I was called a 
computer geek. I would 
go home and play on the 
computer after school, so 


this place is brilliant.” 

Silk Brade, 15, added: 
“It’s a different kind of 
learning environment. 
We’ve already learnt how 
to use iMovie and last week 
we went to Sky Studios.” 

The school does not only 
attract pupils from the 
borough - although 60 per 
cent of places are set aside 
for local youngsters. 

Francisco Fernandes, 

14, travels from Croydon. 
He said: “I want to work 
for Apple so I thought 
Hackney UTC would be a 
great place to start.”

Proposals to curb irresponsible dog owners are published 


DOGS could be banned 
from entering children’s 
playgrounds and sports 
courts under new 
restrictions put forward 
by the Council. 

The consultation 
process has begun on three 
proposed powers to curb 
irresponsible dog ownership 
in the borough. 

As well as stopping dogs 


from entering certain sports 
and play areas, the powers 
will also require owners to 
keep dogs on leads in some 
public areas. 

These include roads and 
pathways, small public 
parks, communal areas on 
estates and gardens under 
half a hectare in size. 

The third order allows 
council officers to request 



that dogs be put on leads 
when they are causing 
damage, acting 
aggressively, or 
not under the 
control of the 
owner. 

The Council 
previously held a 
public consultation on 
responsible dog ownership 
in 201 1 with the majority 


of residents in favour of the 
proposed orders. 
Before 
approving 
their preferred 
orders, 

Cabinet made 
an amendment 
to allow dogs to 
be exercised off-lead 
on towpaths, following 
consultation with the 


Canals and Waterways 
Trust and residents. 

The statutory notice can 
be viewed on page 31 and 
a map of the areas affected 
by the proposed orders will 
be on display at Hackney 
Service Centre from 8 
October to 6 November.

I T used to be ‘salt of 
the earth’ or ‘lazy and 
feckless’, but now 
one hate-filled word, 
above all others, is used 
to describe Jade Goody, 
NDubz, footballers 
and countless others 
from working class 
backgrounds. Chavs. 

Actor and up-and- 
coming playwright 
Hywel John was 
challenged by The Lyric 
Hammersmith theatre 
to create a response to 
the notion, and Owen 
Jones’ influential non- 
fiction book ‘Chavs’ - The 
Demonisation Of The 
Working Class’. 

The Stoke 
Newington 
resident says: 

“I grew up 
in London. 

It’s 

interesting 
how 
children 
from all 
different 
backgrounds are 
friends and go to primary 
school together. Then 
you get to 1 1 and go your 
separate ways.” 

His two-part play ‘Joe/ 
Boy’ follows a duo from 
Islington and Hackney 
who are the same age, 
with similar aspirations, 
but different backgrounds. 
Played by the same actor, 
they witness a shocking 
event in a Wetherspoons 
pub and the show 
examines their reactions. 

“The bigger picture is 
that we’re not as different 
as we think; class is 
complicated even within 
your own social group,” 
he continues. 

Although admitting 
he went to public school 
himself, Hywel adds: “I’m 
not a massive fan of the 
traditional working and 
middle class thing, I think 
they are meaningless, 
especially in places around 


here where everyone is 
trying to get by. ” 

But the play keeps away 
from dogmatic, polemic 
drama. He says: “I wanted 
to create a good story that 
raises questions. You’re 
never going to get a finite 
answer to them, but the 
good thing about drama is 
you put people in a crisis 
and look at reactions.” 

Hywel, 32, got the 

taste for theatre 
from a young 
age, going 
to acting 
classes, 
which after 
leaving 
Bristol 
University 
led to him 
being accepted 
into the London 
Academy of Music and 
Dramatic Art (LAMDA). 
Benedict Cumberbatch, 
Donald Sutherland and 
Patricia Hodge are alumni. 

As an actor Hywel has 
featured in ‘Macbeth’ with 
Patrick Stewart in the 
West End and Broadway, 
although he confesses: 

“I’m just jobbing like most 
other actors. I’ve worked a 
bit, not worked a lot.” 

The writing came due 
to having ‘an itch to 
scratch’ and in 2010 
‘Pieces’ was premiered 
and lauded in the national 
press. “When something is 
staged, suddenly you take 
the work more seriously,” 
says Hywel. 

Commissioned to create 
a second play, ‘Rose’, 
British stage and screen 
actor Art Malik (of ‘The 
Jewel in the Crown’ and 
‘True Lies’ fame) and his 
daughter Keira Malik were 


secured to star. 

He says: “It was great 
having someone with that 
kind of profile in your 
work. The media sits up 
when there’s a star and it 
puts more bums on seats. 

“But it’s such an 
intimate business and a lot 
of the time you spend it 
on your own, sitting in a 
library reading or writing. 
I’m not making a living 
out of it yet, but what 
writer says they do?” 

The subject arises of the 
possibility of writing and 
starring in his own play. 
“Well I’m not averse to it. 
I just haven’t written any 
parts I could be in yet: my 
first was about a 30-year- 
old woman and two 
children, the second, an 
Arab and his daughter,” 
he declares. 

And what about the 
difference in seeing the 
idea of your piece being 
changed by theatre 
directors? 

He says: “Things 
change, it happens in 
rehearsal, different actors, 
productions, theatres. 

I’m pretty open-minded 
about it, and I’ve worked 
with good directors, so 
I’ve never had to put my 
foot down. One of the 
pleasures of writing is 
seeing the creativity of 
different people and what 
they bring to the piece.”

New electric vehicle charging points 


News in brief 


S IX new electric 
vehicle charging 
points have been 
unveiled in the 
borough making it easier 
than ever for residents to 
go green. 

The charging points are 
part of a London-wide 
network which includes 
nine sites in Hackney, set to 
rise to twelve in 2013. 

Residents can take 
advantage of any of the 
capital’s 766 charging 


points by joining the Source 
London scheme, and can 
also benefit from free 
parking in the borough. 

Cllr Feryal Demirci, 
Cabinet Member for 
Neighbourhoods, said: “By 
working with partners, 
including TfL, we hope 
to create a network of 
charging points to help 
residents and businesses 
who rely on cars, vans, 
motorcycles or trucks, but 
want to reduce the harmful 


effects that vehicles cause. 

“Electric vehicles are 
not only better for the 
environment but for 
people’s finances too, 
saving people up to 
£3,500 per year. By 
supporting this scheme, the 
Council can help residents 
and businesses to make 
that switch.” 

Transport contributes 
as much as 22 per cent of 
London’s C02 emissions, 
damaging the environment 
and causing air pollution 
which can aggravate 

conditions such as 
asthma.

ORAL CRICKETING HISTORIES 


C ricket has 

been played in 
the borough for 
hundreds of years. 

Indeed, the Archives has 
a scrapbook - put together 
by one of Hackney’s early 
librarians - containing a 
press cutting which gives 
notice of a general meeting 
of Hackney Cricket Club 
at the Mermaid Tavern, to 
‘settle a plan of regulation 
for the ensuing summer’. 

The librarian who put this 
cutting in the scrapbook 
noted that this was ‘about’ 
1778, which is nine 
years before the famous 
Marylebone Cricket Club 
(the MCC) was established. 

The numbers of people 
playing cricket greatly 
increased in the last 
few decades of the 19th 
century. Hackney Archives 
also holds, as part of a 
collection of papers from 
a local family of the time, 
a match programme for 
Homerton United Cricket 


Club from 1903 (inset). 

The popularity of 
cricket throughout the 
British Empire and 
Commonwealth meant 
that those moving to 
Hackney from 
former colonies g 
from the 
1960s 
onwards 
reignited an 
interest and 
love for the 
game. 

To celebrate 
Black History 
Month, the Dalston 
CLR James Library is 
hosting an exhibition 
focusing on the role of 
cricket in the lives of black 
people in Hackney today - 
and presenting a snap shot 
of the borough’s players 
and their reflections on the 
game. 

CLR James, after whom 
the library is named, was 
a historian and social 
theorist whose work 


greatly influenced ideas and 
political movements for 
independence in the West 
Indies and Africa.

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Government's changes 


The Government is making major changes to a wide range of benefits, which will 
mean reduced payments for the vast majority of claimants, apart from pensioners. 
The changes are part of a Government drive to cut the national benefits bill. From 
April 2013 more than 44,000 households in Hackney will be affected, and benefits 
claimants should start preparing now to receive less in payments. Further details 
are expected to be confirmed by the Government by November 2012. 


The £500 


er week 
enefits cap 


F rom April 201 3 the Government 
will limit the amount of benefits 
people of working age can 
receive. The level of the cap will be: 
£500 per week for couples (with or 
without children) and lone parents 
and £350 per week for single adult 
households. 

Households currently receiving benefits 
including Housing Benefit worth in 
total more than these limits, with some 
exceptions, will see a reduction in Housing 
Benefit payments until the cap is reached. 

The Government’s Department for 
Work and Pensions (DWP) will write to all 
benefits claimants who will be affected by 
the cap, and there is no appeals process. 
Finding work and qualifying for Working 
Tax Credit would prevent a claimant 
being affected by the benefits cap, as 
long as you work a minimum of: • 1 6 
hours per week for lone parents • 7k hours 
per week for couples (with a minimum of 
1 6 hours for one partner) • 30 hours per 
week for single people aged over 25 
Example: I care for my disabled 
mother and receive Carers Allowance. 


Will I be exempt from the benefits cap? 

Answer: No, being a carer or receiving 
Carers Allowance this does not exempt 
you from the benefits cap. 

Example: I live in temporary 
accommodation after previously being 
homeless. Will I be exempt from the 
benefits cap? 

Answer: No, the benefits cap applies 
to those in temporary accommodation 
the same as those living in other types 
of accommodation.

Replacing 
Council 
Tax Benefit 
consultation 

Council Tax Benefit (CTB) is being 
replaced by Council Tax Support 
which all councils must introduce 
next April, and cutting funding for 
it by over 1 2 per cent while making 
councils liable to pay for any 
increase in benefits claims. 

This means Hackney will have to find an 
extra £3.1 million, an amount which could 
rise sharply in the future, on top of further 


Government cuts to council budgets 
from next year. As a result the Council 
is currently consulting residents 
on proposals to cover the £3.1 million 
Council Tax Support shortfall. 

The Council proposes to manage 
the shortfall by spreading it across all 
27,700 working-age Council Tax Benefit 
claimants, means that all claimants, 
excluding pensioners, will have to pay 
an amount from less than £1 per week 
to up to £3.76 per week, based on a 
Band D property in receipt of 1 00 per 
cent Council Tax Benefit.

Introducing Universal Credit 



From October 201 3, 
Universal Credit will 
replace - for new claimants 
- Income Support, 
income-based Jobseeker’s 
Allowance, income-related 
Employment and Support 
Allowance, Housing Benefit, 


Child Tax Credit and Working Tax Credit. Current 
claimants of the benefits mentioned above, will 
be moved on to Universal Credit gradually from 
April 2014 onwards. 

With Universal Credit, claimants will receive one 
monthly payment from the DWP which will cover 
both living costs and housing costs. 

Universal Credit will be digital by default, meaning 
that claimants must, primarily, claim it online.

F rom April 2013, the 

Government’s changes to 
the system mean that Housing 
Benefit will pay only for one 
bedroom per person or couple of 
working age in Hackney Homes or 
housing association homes. 

If you have a spare bedroom this will be 
regarded as under-occupation, and your 
Housing Benefit payment will be cut by 
1 k % per week for one extra bedroom, 
and 25% per week for two or more extra 
bedrooms. 

A child aged under 1 6 is expected to 
share with another child of the same 
gender, while a children aged under 1 0 
are expected to share with another child 
regardless of gender. 

A bedroom for a non-resident carer 
is permitted where the carer provides 
overnight care to a person with 
disabilities. 

Those over Pension Credit Age will not 
be affected by this change. There are no 
further exceptions or flexibilities, however. 

Example: I have a spare bedroom so 
that my children can stay overnight when 
they visit. Will I be exempt from these 
regulations, and if not, what steps can I 
take? 

Answer: No, if you have a spare 
bedroom for visiting children you will still 
be classified as under-occupying your 
home, and will receive a cut in Housing 
benefit. If you cannot afford to pay the 


shortfall caused by the cut, you could 
ask your landlord to move to a smaller 
home, oryou could consider: • asking 
a friend or family member to move 
in with you permanently • with your 
landlord’s permission, taking in a lodger • 
finding extra income from employment.

THIS is the latest in a series of regular recipes courtesy of Waterhouse - 
an eco-friendly restaurant alongside the Regent’s Canal in Shoreditch. 

Head chef Amrit Bhachu presents a butternut squash risotto with baked ricotta 
and a sage chilli parmesan. 

Visit Waterhouse on Orsman Road to try out the dish and explore some of the 
other gems on the menu this month. 


Butternut squash risotto 


Makes 5 


Ingredients 

• 1 butternut squash, peeled and diced 
•200g carnaroli risotto rice 

•1 glass of white wine 

• 600ml of vegetable stock 
•50g ricotta 

•5 leaves of sage 
•2 tbs chopped thyme 
•1 clove of garlic 
•1/2 lemon 

• 1 fresh chilli de-seeded and finely 
diced 

• 1 0Og finely chopped shallots, celery 
and leek 

•50g breadcrumbs 
•Grated parmesan 

• 50g butter 
•Salt and pepper 


Preparation time 

30 mins 

Cooking time 

30 mins 


Method 

• Roast the squash in a pan with 1 tbs of thyme and garlic. 
Once it changes colour, place it on a tray and bake for 
about 1 Smins at 180C 

• Add the ricotta and thyme in a tray with zest of half a 
lemon, salt and pepper and bake for 7mins 

• In aflat saucepan, cook the shallots, celery and leeks 
on a low heat until soft. Add the risotto rice and stir until 
transparent. Add the wine and cook until it has reduced, 
then gradually add vegetable stock. The rice should take 
about 20mins 

• After 1 0 mins, add half of the squash so it absorbs the 
flavour. When the rice grain is al dente, add the remaining 
squash, 20g butter, chilli and parmesan 

• To finish, add the butter and breadcrumbs with the sage in 
a pan and fry until golden 

• Spoon the rice onto the plate and add the baked ricotta. 
Sprinkle the breadcrumbs with a grating of cheese on top.
